PLAN   No.7146 
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This  plan  for  a  compact  farmhouse  provides  generous 
living  space  for  a  childless  or  retired  couple.  There 
is  ample  room  for  entertaining  in  the  living  room  with 
adjoining  dining  area.  The  spacious  bedroom  has  12 
feet  of  closet  space.  A  separate  utility  room  is  in- 
cluded, and  special  storage  units  have  been  planned 
for  linens,  coats,  cleaning  equipment,  work  clothes, 
canned  foods,  and  parlor  games. 


The  rectangular  shape,  slab-on-grade  construction, 
roof  trusses,  minimum  water  and  waste  pipe  runs, 
and  centrally  located  heating  plant  reduce  building 
costs.  Optional  features,  which  can  be  eliminated  to 
save  cost,  are  the  fireplace,  dishwasher,  and  freezer. 

The  house  is  arranged  to  allow  addition  of  one  or 
two  bedrooms  in  the  carport  area.

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Extensive  view  from  the  kitchen-dining  area,  cross 
ventilation  in  the  bedroom,  and  use  of  a  fairly  level 
site  permit  a  variety  of  acceptable  farmstead  arrange- 
ments. It  is  important  to  slope  the  ground  away  from 
the  house  in  all  directions. 
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SUMMER  BREEZE 


If  the  reverse  of  Plan  No.  7146  is  needed  to  suit 
the  building  site,  order  Plan  No.  7147,  which  places 
the  carport  to  the  left  and  the  living  area  to  the  right 
of  the  front  entrance. 

The  cutaway  perspective  of  Plan  No.  7147  clearly 
illustrates   the    careful    regard    to   traffic    patterns   and

economical  use  of  space  in  both  plans.  The  hall  pro- 
vides ready  access  to  all  rooms.  Entry  from  either 
the  carport  or  the  outdoor  living  area  in  the  backyard 
is  convenient  to  the  kitchen  and  utility  room. 

Windows  and  doors  are  located  to  take  advantage 
of  cooling  summer  breezes  through  the  house.  The 
bedroom  windows  adjacent  to  the  carport  may  be  kept 
open  during  rainstorms  to  provide  good  ventilation.
